A few months ago he accepted the 
call of the Hudson Avenue Baptist 
Church in Oklahoma City, the 
church founded and shepherded by 


the late Dr. C. P. Stealey until his |

Soon after reading the above 
item in the Baptist Standard, the 
editor wrote Brother Sumrall, and 
after much prayer feels it will be 
wise and helpful to make some 
comments here.

“God’s Remedy for Sin” 


BY REV. P. B. CHENAULT 


(Sermon reached Friday Night, 
March 24, 1939, in revival services 
at Fundamentalist Baptist Church, 
Dallas, Texas). 


If you have your Bibles with you 
tonight, I want you to turn with 
me to the book of Numbers. We 
are going to read from the 21st 
chapter, beginning with the 4th 
verse through the 9th. 


“And they (Israel) jour- 
neyed from Mount Hor by the 
way of the Red Sea, to com- 
pass the land of Edom; and 
the soul of the people was 
much discouraged because of 
the way. 

“5S. And the people spake 
against God, and against Mo- 
ses—”’ 

The children of Israel began to 
complain and murmur and criti- 
cize and condemn Moses, but the 
record says they spoke against God 
first and then Moses. Are there 
some of God’s children tonight 
guilty of running your tongue 
about preachers, maybe this 
preacher; maybe you didn’t like 
something that was said, some 
method used. Maybe you are guilty 
of criticizing, condemning, saying 
things about your own pastor. I 
just want to tell you, first of all, 
you are murmuring against God 
because a man who is called and 
ordained of God and sent forth 
is His ambassador, His represen- 
tative, His mouthpiece.

‘. And the people spake 
against God, and against Mo- 
ses, Wherefore have ye 
brought us up out of Egypt to 
die in the wilderness? for 
there is no bread, neither is 
there any water; and our soul 
loatheth this light bread. 

“6. And the Lord sent fiery 
serpents among the people, 
and they bit the people; and 
much people of Israel died. 

“7. Therefore the people 
came to Moses, and said, We 
have sinned, for we have spok- 
en against the Lord (now 
notice), and against thee; pray 
unto the Lord, that he take 
away the serpents from us. 
And Moses prayed for the peo- 
ple. 

“8. And the Lord said unto 
Moses, Make thee a fiery ser- 
pent, and set it upon a pole: 
and it shall come to pass, that 
every one that is bitten, when 
he looketh upon it, shall live. 

“9. And Moses made a ser- 
pent of brass, and put it upon 
a pole, and it came to pass, 
that if a serpent had bitten 
any man, when he beheld the 
serpent of brass, he lived.” 


Many centuries after these words 
were spoken and after this inci- 
dent, God sent His only begotten 
Son, the Lord Jesus Christ, from 
glory to give us the interpretation 
and meaning. 


Were you here last night or a 
few nights ago when I told you 
about an old colored preacher down 
in Virginia, my home state? He 
never had any education nor 
“learning” as they said down there. 
A white gentleman purchased a 
commentary and presented it to 
this negro parson, thinking it 
would be a great benefit in the 
préparation and delivery of his 
sermons. Some months afterwards 
this white man met the old darkey 
and said, 

“How are you coming, Sam, with 
that commentary ?” 

“Fine,” said he. ‘‘Just fine. I is 


having a great time with that 
book.”’ 

“Well, is it helping you to build 
your sermons?” 

The old darkey replied, “It is 
wonderful how much light the Bi- 
ble does throw on that book.” 

The negro parson had it about 
right. The best commentary that 
you can get on this Book is the 
Book Itself, and if you want to go 
to the Commentary for this portion 
of Scripture we have just read, 
you will turn to the 3rd chapter of 
the gospel of John where the Lord 
Jesus Christ, the Son of God, is

Just as Israel in the days of old

and I. Every single * individual 
here tonight, yea, every soul that 
has ever been born since the day 
Cain, the firstborn, came into the 
world, is a full-fledged sinner. For 
you must remember sin came into 
the world full grown. Did you ever 
stop to think about it? The first 
human being born into this world 
became a murderer. 

So we turn to the record of God 
and we read in Isaiah 53:6: 

“All we like sheep have 
gone astray; we have turned 
every one to his own way; and 
the Lord hath laid on him the 
iniquity of us all.” 

The Psalmist declares in Psalm 
51:5: ‘ 
“Behold, I was shapen in in- 
iquity; and in sin did my 
mother conceive me.” 


A Divine Remedy 


In the first place, I discovered 
that this is a divine remedy 
“And the Lord said unto Moses.” 
Moses never would have thought 
about making a brazen serpent and 
putting it on a pole and lifting it 
up. It was not Moses who thought 
of and made the brazen serpent. 
No man would have been saved if 
it had been made by Moses, even 
though he looked at it. No, God 
provided the remedy, and listen, 
from the first time that man, the 
first man on the earth, sinned, on 
down through the ages in every 
single instance where salvation is 
involved, it was God who did the 
providing. Think of Adam and Eve 


in the Garden of Eden. God told 
them they could eat of all the fruit 
of the trees of the garden save 
one, the fruit of the tree of the 
knowledge of good and evil.

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| doth know that in the day ye eat 
_ thereof, then your eyes shall be 


opened, and ye shall be as gods, 
knowing good and evil.” So they 
yielded to temptation. They took 
of the fruit and ate, after God 
had warned them, “In the day that 
ye eat thereof, thou shalt surely 
die.”’ 

Now we know they didn’t die 
physically. Adam lived nearly 900 
years after that, but they did die 
spiritually. They were cut off and 
separated from God and began to 
die physically. Adam and Eve, 
having discovered their nakedness, 
went and hid themselves. In the 
cool of the evening God came down 
and searched them out, and the 
first gospel message ever preached 
was delivered by God Himself, in 
the form of an object lesson. God 
took an innocent animal and killed 
it and brought it in before them, 
and Adam, standing there, saw 
God take the life of this animal, 
drain the blood from its body, in 
order to take its skin and make 
an adequate clothing for Adam and 
Eve. “Without the shedding of 
blood there is no remission.”’ There 
is no sufficient covering of sin 
without the shedding of blood. God 
made provision for Adam and Eve 
in the Garden. 

We turn a few leaves in our Bi- 


_ bles and come to Abraham to whom 
_ God had appeared on several previ- 
ous occasions and had made the 


Abrahamic covenant. He reaf- 
firmed the covenant and promised 
to give him a son. God said, “I 
will multiply thy seed as the stars 
of the heaven, and as the sand 
which is upon the sea shore.” In 
the fullness of time Abraham, as 
an old man, and Sarah, long since 
past the age of child bearing, were 
given a son, Isaac, and then again 
God appeared to Abraham. The lad 
was now a full-grown young man, 
perhaps twenty-two years of age, 
and the Lord said to Abraham, 
“Take now thy son, thine only son 
Isaac, whom thou lovest ... and 
offer him for a burnt-offering.”’ 

I have read that account repeat- 
edly and tried to put myself in 
Abraham’s place in those days. He 
told Sarah nothing about God com- 
manding him to go. He gets up 
early in the morning, prepares the 
wood, calls the servants, gets the 
provision and places it upon the 
backs of the asses, and I see Isaac 
as he runs and kisses his mother, 
Sarah, good-bye. Abraham watches 
it all, knowing that Isaac would 
not return and Sarah never would 
see her boy again. Oh, the thoughts 
that must have run through Abra- 
ham’s mind! After three days’ 
journey God points out the mount 
where he is to offer Isaac. They 
leave the servants and the beast 
of burden and Isaac takes the wood 
upon his own back (a perfect type 
of the Lord Jesus Christ) and 
away they go. Abraham builds an 
altar and places the wood upon it. 
He ties his son down to the altar 
and takes the knife, lifts his hand

heavenward. He is now ready to 
take the life of his son when God 
speaks from Heaven and says, 
“Abraham, Abraham, lay not thine 
hand upon the lad, neither do thou 
any thing unto him,” and behind 
Abraham there is a ram caught in 
a thicket by his horns. Again God 
makes the provision and we read 
where Jesus said, “Abraham re- 
joiced to see my day.” If there 
ever was a time on earth when 
Abraham saw the day of the Lord 
Jesus Christ it was when God the 
Father spared his son Isaac and 
substituted in his stead an innocent 
ram. 

Come on down to the 12th chap- 
ter of Exodus and read where an 
angel passed through Egypt and 
destroyed the first-born of every 
family. Again God takes the place 
of providing a remedy and tells 
the Israelites to take a lamb’with- 
out spot and blemish, slay the 
lamb, put the blood in a basin, 
take hyssop, dip it in the blood 
and sprinkle it on the door lintel 
and on the two side posts. That 
is typical, and teaches that we 
should have the blood of Jesus 
Christ between us and our fellow 
man. If you have the blood of Je- 
sus Christ between you and your 
fellow man yow will not have much 
trouble with fellow Christians. 
They were to put it on the lintel 
above the door. We must have the 
blood between us and our God. But 
He didn’t tell them to put it on 
the door-sill. They were not to 
trample the blood under their feet. 
Oh, my friends, that is the trouble 
here in Dallas. So many people 
who fail to apply the blood to 
either side and above are going 
on 365 days a year, trampling 
under foot the blood of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, God’s provision and 
remedy. And when the death angel 
went through Egypt that night, 
every first-born died if the blood 
was not on the doorpost and lin- 
tel. 

We pass on down through the 
centuries and in the fullness of 
time God sends His Son, slain be- 
fore the foundation of the world. 
Jesus Christ is lifted up between 
Heaven and earth, dying on Cal- 
vary’s cross, giving every drop of 
His blood that you and I might 
have eternal life. That remedy was 
a divine remedy. 


A Simple Remedy 


It was a simple remedy. Notice: 
“And it shall come to pass, that 
every one that is bitten, when he 
looketh upon it, shall live’ (vs. 
8). God told Moses to make the 
serpent, to put it on a pole and to 
lift it up. All that was necessary 
on the part of the Israelites who 
had been bitten was to look. Isn't 
that simple? That is the simplest 
thing in all the world. There is 
nothing quite so simple and easy 
as looking. The Lord Jesus Christ 
on one occasion lifted His voice 
and turned His face toward Heav- 
en and thanked God that He had 
made his blessings so simple that 
they were easy for babes to re- 
ceive. Every single word in the 
Bible having to do with God’s plan 
of salvation makes the fact of sal- 
vation so simple that a wayfaring 
man, though a fool, need not err 
therein. 

Take the word LOOK — “Look 
unto me, and be ye saved, all the 
ends of the earth” (Isa. 45:22). 
Take the word COME — “Come 
unto me, all ye that labour and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest” (Matt. 11:28). Consider the 
word TAKE — “And whosoever 
will, let him take the water of life 
freely” (Rev. 22:17); and then 
DRINK — “If any man thirst, let 
him come unto me, and drink” 
(John 7:37); and the word BE- 
LIEVE — “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
saved, and thy house’ (Acts 16: 
31); and the word RECEIVE — 
“But as many as received him, to 
them gave he power to become the 
sons of God, even to them that be- 
lieve on his name” (John 1:12). 
Oh, my friends, God has made the 
plan of salvation so simple that 
even a child can understand it and 
grasp it. Not in its fullness, per- 
haps, but I can take any ten-year- 
old boy or girl with a normal mind 
and in fifteen or twenty minutes 
I can take the Word of God and 
make the plan of salvation so sim- 
ple that the boy or girl will want 
to be saved and can know how to 
be saved. The very fact that God 
made the plan of salvation so sim- 
ple is the fact that it is such a 
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great stumblingblock to so many 


people. They try to make some- 
thing hard out of it. 


An Instantaneous Remedy 


Every one that was bitten, when 
they looked upon it, was to live. 
It doesn’t take you long to look at 
something, does it? Just look, look 
and live. Some Israelites were al- 
most at the point of death, dying 
off rapidly. God said, ‘“‘All you need 
to do is to look.” If it had required 
a long period of time, it would 
have been too late. Just look. Sal- 
vation is a gift. “For by grace 
are ye saved through faith; and 
that not of yourselves: it is the 
gift of God. How long does it take 
you to receive a gift? I think I 
have a gift on my person. I will 
tell you more about it one of these 
nights. It is a gift that I treasure 
a great deal. It was presented to 
me by Mr. Henry Ford’s brother, 
John Ford, and his partner, Mr. 
Castle of the Castle and Ford Com- 
pany. Money can’t buy that gift. 
It was presented to me. It is a 
seventeen-jewel, white-gold, Elgin 
watch. Was it presented to me 
after laboring for four years in the 
city of Detroit? No. Was it given 
to me after praying for weeks and 
months that I might get a watch? 
No. It just took me long enough 
to hold out my hand by faith and 
receive it and say, “Thank you,” 
and it was mine and it has been 
mine ever since. Every one here at 
some time or other has received a 
gift. And, my friend, that is all 
it takes for you to receive salva- 
tion. We have many illustrations 
here in the Word of God to prove 
that fact. 

'Zacchaeus—-how long did it take 
him to be saved? That bright, 
sunny morning he climbed up a 
sycamore tree a sinner. When he 
came down from the sycamore tree 
he was saved. Somewhere between 
the limbs in that tree and the 
ground Zacchaeus was converted. 
How long did it take that poor, 
fallen woman outside Sychar, to 
be saved? Jesus told her about 
the water of life and revealed Him- 
self as Saviour and the woman be- 
lieved and left her waterpot and 
went to the city and brought out 


a crowd of her companions in sin. | 


Jesus turned to the disciples and 
said, “Say not ye, There are yet 
four months, and then cometh har- 
vest? behold, I say unto you, Lift 
up your eyes, and look on the 
fields; for they are white already 
to harvest.” In their oriental 
gowns, they looked like a great 
harvest field. So # didn’t take that 
poor woman long the receive the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

Saul of Tarsus left one morn- 
ing for Damascus with papers in 
his pocket giving him the authority 
to arrest God's people. Then a 
light shown round about him. 
How long did it take the light to 
come? There was a voice from 
heaven, saying, “Saul, it is hard 
for thee to kick against the 
pricks.” Saul answered, “What 
wilt thou have me to do?” And 
no sooner had he said, “Lord,”’ 
than the work was done. It doesn’t 
take a soul long to be saved. 

We have been studying in the 
morning services — yesterday 
morning we studied about the 
eunuch and Philip’s personal work. 
The Lord told Philip the evangelist 
to go to the desert. The eunuch 
was riding along reading the 53rd 
chapter of Isaiah and the Spirit 
said to Philip, “Go near,” and he 
ran and the eunuch invited him to 
climb in. He was reading and 
Philip said, “Do you understand 
what you read?” And the eunuch 
answered, “How can I, except some 
man should guide me?” And 
And Philip opened his mouth and 
began at the same scripture, and 
preached unto him Jesus. As they 
traveled on down the road they 
came to a pool or a pond of water 
and the eunuch said, ‘‘See,”’ here is 
water; what doth hinder me to be 
baptized ?’’ and Philip put the test 
to him, the acid test, the one quali- 
fication for baptism. “If thou be- 
lievest with’ all thine heart, thou 
mayest” and he was baptized, and 
when he came up out of the water 
the Spirit caught Philip away. 


How many here tonight have not 
followed the Lord in baptism? You 
Say you are saved. What kind of 
a salvation have you got if you 
don’t have salvation that makes 
you desire to be obedient to the 
will of God? That man, the 
eunuch, didn’t wait until he went 
home. The first pond of water he 
Saw he wanted to be baptized. I 
do not believe you are honoring 
God in your life if you put off the 


opportunity to follow your Lord in 
baptism. 

I was pleased last night when 
two young ladies raised their hands 
for prayer, indicating they wanted 
a closer fellowship with God, want- 
ed to do service for Him. At the 
close they came down and took 
my hand. They didn’t come on the 
invitation. I asked the first one if 
she was saved and how long she 
had been saved. She said about a 
year. I turned to the other girl 
and asked her if she was saved. 
“I was saved Wednesday and I 
am going to be baptized Sunday.” 
Amen. That is the way the Lord 
would have you do. 

And then there was the old 
Philippian jailor. He sat in his of- 
fice that night and thought he was 
going to have a peaceful and quiet 
night until-Paul and Silas started a 
prayer-meeting. The old jailor was 
disturbed too much praying and 
singing for him. God in Heaven 
sent an earthquake and broke the 
shackles and stocks from all the 
inmates, and the old Philippian 
jailor knew his life was at stake. 
He drew out his sword, ready to 
take his own life, when Paul and 
Silas said, “Do thyself no harm: 
for we are all here.” So the Spirit 


of God convicted him and he 
asked, “What must I do to be 
saved?” And they said, “Believe 


on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved, and thy house.” 
That was a great night, wasn’t it? 
It was for the Philippian jailor. 
He believed, was instantly saved, 


and immediately took Paul and 
Silas up to his house. I can just 
imagine as the old jailor went in 
he said, ‘“‘Honey, bring the children

I don’t care 
how deep in sin you have gone, it 
makes no difference, you can be 
saved this very night. You don’t 
have to wait until the invitation is 
given. Right now where you sit 
you can say in your heart, “Yes, 
Lord Jesus, I am a sinner. Have 
mercy on me and save me for Je- 
sus’: sake,” and He will do it. It 
| was instantaneous. 


It Was An Effective Remedy 


Moses made a serpent of brass, 
put it on a pole, and it came to 
pass, that if a serpent had bitten 
any man, when he beheld the ser- 
pent of brass, he lived. Every man 
bitten of the serpent, looked and 
lived. Not a single case was lost. 
| You know that is the thing we 
| want to know whether it will 
work or not. I have had a great 
deal of trouble, nearly all my life, 
particularly since I have been 
preaching, with my throat, I could 
not begin to tell you all the pre- 
scriptions that have been given me 
for my throat. But I said, “I must 
know if it is effective, if it will do 
me any good. I am tired of using 
everybody's medicine. Is it any 
good.”” I am sorry to say, that out 
of hundreds of prescriptions given 
me, very few did me any good. 
But, thank God, here is a sure 
remedy. It didn’t fail in a single 
case in Israel and it has never 
failed in a case with the Lord Je- 
sus Christ. 

Have you ever heard any one 
get up and say, ‘“‘Well, some years 
ago I listened to an old gospel 
preacher. He made salvation clear. 
I believed and received the Lord 
and confessed Him as my Saviour 
and it didn’t work with me’? I 
don’t believe it. I never heard a 
testimony like that. He has never 
failed —- Jesus never fails. Heaven 
and earth may pass away, but 
Jesus never, never fails. It was ef- 
fective. 


An Individual Remedy 


“And it shall come to pass, that 
every family of Israel that is bit- 
ten, when he looketh upon it, shall 
live?” No! “And it shall come ‘to 
pass that every tribe of Israel?”’ 
No! — “every one that is bitten, 
when he looketh upon it, shall 
live.” It was an individual remedy. 

Some father of a large family in 
Israel had two or three sons and 
daughters bitten. Did he say, “I 
can’t do anything more. I will look

to the serpent and expect my chil- 
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dren to be saved’? No. They 
would have died. “And it shail 
come to pass, that every one who 
looked” — individual remedy. A 
son couldn’t be saved by his fa- 
ther’s look. A daughter couldn't 
be saved by her mother’s look: A 
tribe couldn’t be saved by the head 
of the tribe looking. It was an 
individual matter. 

How many times in campaigns 
such as this and in my own 
church, I have spoken to someone 
about his or her relationship to 
the Lord Jesus and they answer 


back and say, “Well, I had a won- 


derful Christian mother and I think 
if my mother is saved, her early 
teaching and training, that will get 
me in all right. You may have 
had the finest Christian mother 
who ever walked but you will land 
in hell unless you yourself, as an 
individual, look to Calvary’s cross 
and behold the Lamb of God slain 
before the foundation of the world 
and believe on Him, trust Him as 
your own personal Saviour. It is 
an individual matter. You must 
be saved for yourself. Your sons 
must be saved for themselves. 
Your daughters must be saved for 
themselves. 

Just a few Sunday nights before 
I left home to come down here 
we had a glorious service, with 
seven adults coming forward to 
confess the Lord Jesus Christ. Over 
to my right I saw one of my young 
men dealing with a couple. I could 
tell there was evidence of convic- 
tion. The benediction was pro- 
nounced and as we started to go 
to the inquiry room and have a 
word with those who came for- 
ward, someone touched me and I 
saw it was the young man doing 
personal work with this couple. I 


said, “Mr. O——, are you saved?” 
“No.” 
“This is your wife ?”’ 
‘*Yes.”’ 


“Are you saved ?”’ 

She hung her head and I saw 
evidence of great conviction as she 
said, ‘“‘No, I am not.” 

I asked them to come and go 
with me into the secretary's office; 
the other rooms being busy with 
people dealing with anxious souls. 
I pulled chairs up side by side and 
I sat in front of them. I opened 
my Bible. I had found out that he 
and his wife were about the same 
age as Mrs. Chenault and I and 
that they had two little girls at 
home about the same ages as ours 
and they had been married about 
the same length of time as Mrs. 
Chenault and I. So I started out on 
the human level and showed them 
that we had much in common in 
many things except in one point. 
I said, “Our home has the Lord Je- 
sus Christ as the Head and you 
don’t have Him and that makes all 
the difference.” I talked to Him 
but he said, 

“No, not tonight.” 

I said, “Why not tonight ?”’ 

“Well, I don’t feel ready tonight.” 

I felt that the Spirit of God had 
not completed the work so I turned 
to his little wife and said, “How 
do you feel about this? Do you 
know you are lost?’”’ 

She said, “I know I am lost.” 

I said, ‘““‘Wouldn’t you like to be 
saved and be a Christian mother 
and bring those little girls up in a 
Christian home ?”’

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Tears ran down her cheeks as 
She said, “I would like to be 
saved.” 

“All you need to do is to receive 
the Lord Jesus Christ right now,” 
I said. “Will you do it?” 

She hesitated a moment and 
said, “Brother Chenault, I would 
like to wait until my husband 
comes.”’ 

Oh, I knew what was going 
through her mind. She realized 
that for her to be saved and her 
husband not, she would see things 
Spiritually and he would not. I 
understood her position. Then I 
pressed home the fact that the 
Lord wouldn’t save her and 
her husband together as one. 
Of course He saves two or 
more at the same time, but He 
Saves them as individual units. 
That little wife went home that 
night with a heavy heart, because 
she did not accept the Saviour. 

My friend, when you are saved 
you must be saved individually. 
God's remedy for Israel and God’s 
remedy for you is an individual 
remedy. 


A Universal Remedy 


Some of the Israelites were al- 
most to death’s door. They had 
been bitten by the poison serpent, 
the poison had gone through the 
system and done its deadly work 
until they were almost at the point 
of going out into eternity. Others 
had been bitten. Just to look at 
them you would think they were 
perfectly all right. You couldn’t 
see anything wrong. But the 
remedy for both was in God’s pro- 
vision, the serpent on the pole. 
There is not a soul here in this 
congregation that would argue 
with me one moment that every 
bootlegger, every adulterer, every 
gambler, every profane man, every 
drunkard — all of the mean and 
sinful in your city — that they 
need to be saved, need the blood 
of Jesus Christ. I want to tell you 
that the finest, most moral, most 


upright citizens in Dallas need 
to be saved just as much as the 
gamblers, as the harlots, and as 
the drunkards. Yes, they do. They 
must be saved the same way. It 
takes just as much of the grace 
of God to save a moral man as it 
does to save a man down in the 
miry pit of sin. God says there is 
no difference, no difference, no dif- 
ference! « 

I was reading a little tract this 
evening written by F. C. H. Dreyer, 
a missionary laboring under the 
China Inland Mission. That tract 
tells of an incident that took place 
in one of the great London church- 
es. This was a large church where 
the society folk of London, and the 
professional people and the great 
men of the government worshipped. 
The church had three sub-missions 
scattered over that city and there 
were some remarkable conversions 
of men who had gone into the very 
depths of sin. It was customary in 
this great church to bring all the 
mission people into that church 
and all meet about the communion 
table the first Sunday in every 
year. On this particular Sunday, 
the first Sunday in the year, a Su- 
preme Court Justice came down 
to the communion table and knelt. 
Right along beside him knelt a 
man from one of the missions, an 
ex-criminal, a man who had served 
seven years in the pen, and had 
been sent there by this Justice — 
they were kneeling side by side. 
This criminal had been gloriously 
saved and had become a great 
worker in the church. After serv- 
ice on this morning, the Justice 
and the pastor were walking home 
together and as they walked along 
the Justice said, “Pastor, did you 
notice what happened at the com- 
munion table this morning?” 

“To what do you refer?” 
pastor asked? 

“Did you notice that so and so 
(referring to the ex-criminal) and 
I knelt side by side at the com- 
munion table ?”’ 
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The pastor said, “Yes, I saw 
that. I didn’t know you noticed it.” 

They walked on a little while 
and the Justice said, “What a mir- 
acle of grace. What a miracle of 
grace.”’ 

The pastor replied, “Yes, that 
truly is a miracle of grace.” 

The justice said, ‘“‘To whom do 
you refer ?’”’ 

The pastor replied, “Why, the 
former criminal.” 


The Justice came back and said, 
“I was not speaking of the crimi- 
nal. I was speaking of myself,” 
said he. “It wasn’t hard for that 
criminal to be saved. When he 
came out of the pen he had noth- 
ing but a record of crime, no 
friends. He was at the very bottom 
and it was not hard for him to 
turn to the Lord Jesus Christ and 
receive Him.” Said he, “In my case, 
I was born of one of the most 
famous families in all England. I 
was taught that my word was to 
be my bond. I was a graduate of 
the Oxford University, passed the 
bar examination and am now a 
Supreme Court Justice. It is noth- 
ing but a miracle of grace.” 


He saw he was a sinner and was 
no better than the criminal and 
needed the same Saviour. It is a 
universal remedy. It makes no dif- 
ference what walk of life you come 
from. You may be ever so humble 
and you may be poor in things of 
this world. You may have gone 
ever so deep into sin. It is God's 
remedy you need, the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Or you may be a member 
of high society but you need the 
same Saviour and the same amount 
of the grace of God, if you are to 
be saved. 


A Free Remedy 


The Israelites had been on a long 
journey and had nothing with 
which to buy a remedy. Their life 
depended on looking to the serpent 
on the pole; otherwise they would 
have died. The greatest thing in 
all this universe that you can ever 
have is salvation through the pre- 
cious blood of Jesus Christ, and it 
is the free gift of God. The wages 
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substitutionary death on the cross. 
They believe that sinners must be 
born again. They believe in Heav- 
en and Hell. And many thousands 
of them are premillennialists, be- 
lieving in and preaching and look- 
ing for the premillennial coming of 
Christ. 


I rejoice in the soul winning 
work of Southern Baptists. They 
are evangelistic. They will 
baptize multiplied thousands 
of converts this year, far more 
than any other denominational 
group in America, 
vivals and believe in them. They 
build great Sunday Schools. They 
believe in missions and in Chris- 
tian education. While we believe 
there are many abuses and places 
of incorrect emphasis in the South- 
ern Baptist program and the pro- 
gram of state conventions of Bap- 
tists in the South, yet the spirit of 
Southern Baptists in their love for 
one another and their zeal for 
Christ is thrilling, when it is com- 
pared with Northen Baptists or 
Southern Methodists, or with other 
principal groups in America. May 
God bless Southern Baptists! 


Just now in tne city of Dallas 
many Baptist churches are in a 
simultaneous revival. I heard pas- 
tors tell Monday of many, many 
souls saved, and I rejoice at the 
blessing of God upon my dear 
brothers. For example, in the last 
two Sundays, there have been 
nearly a hundred professions of 
faith in the great First Baptist 
Church here in Dallas of which 
Dr. Truett is pastor. We believe 
that Southern Baptist Churches 
and preachers and people have 
done more to make the South “the 
Bible belt,” as evolutionists and 
atheists scornfully call it, than all 
other groups together. The angels 
in Heaven rejoice over these vic- 
tories. 

The fellowship the editor has 
with many Southern Baptist 
preachers is delightful. Dallas Bap- 
tist pastors extended me the hon- 
or (unasked and unexpected, but 
greatly appreciated) of electing me 
to membership in the Baptist Pas- 
tor’s Association.

These people didn’t have drug 
stores in Egypt.

The only remedy that saved 
the Israelites was looking to the 
brazen serpent on the pole. And 
the only thing that can save you is 
God’s provision, the Lord Jesus 
Christ. He Himself said, “I am 
the way, the truth, and the life: 
no man cometh unto the Father, 
but by me. No man, no woman, no 
boy, no gir! will ever enter heaven 
save through the precious blood of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Wasn’t it 
good of God to send from Heaven 
His very best? God bankrupted 
Heaven and sent down into this old 
world of sin and misery and woe 
the Lord Jesus Christ to die on 
Calvary’s cross and by merely 
looking to Calvary and believing 
that Christ is the Son of God, you 
can be saved. Then your sins are 
buried in the depths of the sea and 
He said, “I have blotted out, as a 
thick cloud, thy transgressions, 
and, as a cloud, thy sins.’”’” And as 
far as the east is from the west, 
so far has He removed our sins 
from us. They are put behind 
God’s back and when God puts 
puts sin behind His back, He never 
turns around to see them.

famous Southern Baptist, Dr. R. 
G. Lee, pastor of Bellevue Baptist

Among Southern Baptists who 
have spoken in my pulpit, 1 am 
glad to name Dr. R. G. Lee, Dr. 
F. M. McConnell, editor of the 
Baptist Standard; Rev. C. E. Mat- 
thews of Travis Avenue Baptist 
Church, Fort Worth; Dr. 8S. H. 
Campbell of Ervay Street Baptist 
Church, Dallas; Rev. D. D. Sum- 
rall, pastor Hillcrest Baptist 
Church, Dallas; Rev. Earl Ander- 
son, pastor Munger Place Baptist 
Church, Dallas; Rev. Herman H. 
Davis, pastor Forney Avenue Bap- 
tist Church, Dallas; and a number 
of others. I hold revivals in South- 
ern Baptist Churches and love 
Southern Baptist people. 


It was not my intention to leave 
the Southern Baptist Convention 
fellowship. Years ago when I made 
a protest against the evolutionary 
teaching in Baylor University, and 
against undue emphasis on raising 
money for schools and hospitals 
as against evangelism and mis- 
sions, I still did not plan to leave 
that fellowship. However my as- 
sociation with Dr. J. Frank Norris 
and the bitter enmities that de- 
veloped forced the issue, and with 
real grief I lost the fellowship of 
men whom I greatly loved and ad- 
mired and do to this day. 


Yet with many attractions 
toward the Convention, I name the 
following reasons why I cannot 
conscientiously join. 


(1) I cannot conscientiously 
have any fellowship with modern- 
ists like Dr. J. M. Dawson of Waco 
who denied the verbal inspiration 
of the Scriptures, denied the literal 
and miraculous’ destruction of 
Sodom and Gomorrah by fire and 
brimstone from the Lord out of 
Heaven, said that the old idea of 
Hell had faded out and that the 
pastors of cultured churches would 
not revive it, etc. I cannot fellow- 
ship with modernists like Dr. John 
W. Phillips who preached the 
Southern Baptist Convention ser- 
mon at Birmingham, Alabama, in 
1931, saying that God despised the 
animal sacrifices of the Old Tes- 
tament, that they were not or- 
dained of God but were instituted 
by the priests, that Jesus thought 
the Pharisees would receive hi‘m, 
but they did not, and denying also 
the blood atonement of Christ in 
that sermon. I believe that most 
Southern Baptists do not believe in 
this modernism, and yet I believe 
I would not be welcomed if I bold- 
ly made my protest against this 
modernism every time it occurred. 


(2) I cannot conscientiously use 
the Sunday School literature pub- 
lished by the Soufhern Baptist 
Convention. Frequently there has 
been outspoken modernism in it. 
Many, many times the teaching is 
inadequate when it is not false. 
Probably our fellowship in the 
Southern Baptist Convention would 


be welcomed without the use of 


Southern Baptist literature, but I 
feel that. I must openly oppose and 
expose such modernism when it oc- 
curs again. I believe that I would 
not be welcomed in the Convention 
as long as I maintain the avowed 
purpose of fighting such modern- 
ism openly, doing my best to kill 
its evil effect upon our young peo- 
ple. 


(3) In some cases Southern Bap- 
tist leaders and agencies, in my 
humble judgment, compromise the 
truth and grieve the Lord and hurt 
the cause of Christ by associating 
themselves with unbelievers. As 
examples I mention the association 
of Southern Baptist leaders with 
modernists of the Northern Bap- 
tist Convention, and of England, 
the association of Southern Baptist 
missionaries with Shanghai Baptist 
College in China with Northen 
Baptist modernists, etc. Particular- 
ly I should mention the well-be- 
loved Dr. Truett, who in my judg- 
ment has grieved the Lord and 
done great harm by having in his 
pulpit Dean Shailer Mathews of 
Chicago University (long ago, 


however) and by his more recent. 


tour with the National Preaching 
Mission of the Federal Council of 
Churches. While I greatly admire 
and love Dr. Truett, in my judg- 
ment such example does great 
harm and I must reserve the right 
to oppose it. I know that multi- 
tudes of Southern Baptists in the 
Convention think as I do that Dr. 
Truett’s love for others and his 
unwillingness to offend, have led 
him to do wrong in these cases. 
However, I do not believe they

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' would welcome me when I must 


have the avowed intention of 
Speaking out plainly on such sub- 
jects as I have in the past. 


(4) Much of the Southern Bap- 
tist program I cannot conscien- 
tiously support. For example the 


Baylor Medical College here in 
Dallas is supported tcf the denomi- 
nation. Yet. last spring the faculty 
of the medical college gave a big 
dance to the seniors, the graduat- 
ing class. I believe the school is 
not Christian in any definite sense, 
that it ig unworthy of the money 
of Baptists if the appeal be made 


on a Christian basis. I do not be- 
lieve the Great Commission in- 
cludes purely secular education 
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when there is no clear and distinct 
and dominating Christian teaching. 
Any school which has teachers :be- 
lieving in evolution or denying the 
truth of the Bible, and perhaps 
some even unconverted, I could not 


conscientiously support. I could 
not raise money for it. I could not 
even passively be counted a sup- 


porter of such schools as a part of 
the work of Christ. I mention that 
for an example.

in Baptist schools does not satisfy 
me that Southern Baptist schools 
as a whole are so distinctly Chris- 
tian as to deserve the Lord’s money, 
tithes and offerings. There are some 
schools which do deserve support. 
[ believe I would be unwelcomed 
among Southern Baptists if I op- 
posed the denominational program 
or certain parts of it. 

It is only fair to say that I could 
heartily support some Southern 
Baptist work. Our church is hap- 
py to take up the support of a 
native missionary under the for- 
eign mission board and we hope to 
have others. Many Southern Bap- 
tist missionaries are doing a won- 
derful work of soul winning and 
training new converts. Doubtless 
Bucknher Orphan’s Home is worthy 
of the support and confidence of 
Christian people. And particularly 
the fellowship of Southern Bap- 
tists is sweet. They are a good 
people, and God is blessing them. 
Furthermore I believe in coopera- 
tion of Christians in carrying on 
the Lord’s work, insofar as that 
cooperation is voluntary and is 
based on a unity of heart and pur- 
pose that is true to the Bible. In 
my humble judgment, Baptists 
have gone too far discouraging in-

We believe he 
is following an earnest conviction 
and that God will bless him in the 
fellowship with our brethren. And 
if Southern Baptist leaders were 
to remove the things which now 
to us seem to grievously offend, it 
would be a great joy to have their 
fellowship in the gospel, while re- 
taining the fellowship of Christian 
friends, true to the Bible, every- 
where.

The 
Saviour commanded us to rejoice 
when men revile us and persecute 
us and say all manner of evil 
against us falsely for His name 
sake, and He promised that “Great 
is your reward in Heaven, for so 
persecuted they the prophets which 
were before you” (Matt. 5:12). 
Such abuse is to be expected. Dr. 
W. B. Riley, the leading fundamen- 
talist in America, the founder of 
the World’s Christian Fundamen- 
tals Association and long time ex- 
ecutive head, was so abused and 
slandered when he felt compelled 
to leave Dr. Norris’ fellowship. So 
was Dr. Robert T. Ketcham, long 
time president of the Association 
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of Regular Baptist Churches (the 
organization of Fundamentalist 
Baptist Churches in the northland 
who do not affiliate with the 
Northern Baptist Convention). So 
did Dr. Harold Strathearn, the 
head of the Interstate Evangelistic 
Association, of Rochester, New 
York, who has done such a won- 
derful work in standing for the 
fundamentals of the faith in New 
York, Pennsylvania, and the New 
England states. So was this editor 
slandered and abused and so was 
Rev. Sam Morris of the nation- 
wide Voice of Temperance broad- 
cast who is now being so greatly 
used of God. So was R. E. White 
of San Antonio, so long boosted 
in the Fundamentalist, but now 
vilified repeatedly. It is remark- 
able that all these, once associated 
intimately with Dr. Norris, felt 
compelled, by the leading of the 
Holy Spirit and a good conscience, 
to leave that fellowship so con- 
spicuous for division, strife, self- 
glory, published misstatements, 
slander and insinuations. Other 
men who come to mind who were 
long associated with Dr. Norris, 
friendly to him, endorsed by him, 
preaching for him or with him, are 
Rev. Earl Anderson, pastor Mun- 
ger Place Baptist Church, Dallas; 
Dr. W. Lee Rector, pastor First 
Orthodox Baptist Church, Ard- 
more, Oklahoma; Rev. J. C. Size- 
more, pastor Tabernacle Baptist 
Church, Amarillo; Rev. Dale 
Crowley of Washington, D. C.; 
Rev. “Otis Fuller, Wealthy Street 
Baptist Church, Grand Rapids, 
Michigan; Rev. Earl Griffith, pres- 
ident of the Baptist Seminary, 
Johnson City, New York; and 
many others. These useful men, 
practically all college and semi- 
nary men, men of influence, felt 
compelled to leave the association 
of Dr. Norris for Jesus’ sake. Bro. 
Sumrall follows in a_ well-worn 
path when he does the same. 


Meantime, let us rejoice in all 
the good that our fighting, boast- 
ing and trouble-making brethren 
do. Praise the Lord for every time 
they honestly expose communism, 
or the Federal Council of Churches, 
or modernism or attempted coer- 
sion by denominational leaders. 
Praise the Lord most of all for 
every soul’ that they win to Christ. 
While they do not win as many 
souls, oftentimes, as those they at- 
tack, nor stand any truer to the 
Bible sometimes than those they 
accuse, yet they do win souls and 
God be praised for that. Let us as 
far as possible live at peace with 
all men, but come out and be sep- 
arate from the evil that men dc. 

Concerning modernists who do 
not believe like Christians, and 
concerning some so-called Funda- 
mentalists who do not live like 
Christians, let us beware. Let us 
love and pray for both but not be 
partakers of their evil deeds. 

Let us love all men everywhere. 
Let us cooperate in Christ’s work 
where we can do so sincerely and 
without compromise. But God help 
us not to receive nor be partak- 
ers of the sins of modernists, nor 
to have part with those who cause 
divisions and offenses and hatreds, 
the “railers’ against whom the 
Scripture particularly warns Chris- 
tians. 
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
